But more than that, Sen. Kennedy 

had the great good luck to be 

made something of a martyr by 

one of the most stupid remarks 
in present-day politics. 


Gov. Powell, Nixon’s chairman 
in New Hampshife, who reached 
far back in the slime of the Joe 
McCarthy miasma for mud, an- 
nounced 24 hours before the ballot- 
ing that Sen. Kennedy was soft 
on communism. This was not 
merely stupid politics, it was 
patently such an oafish and pre- 
posterously malignant charge as 
to arouse indignation. A great 

many persons who might not have 
voted at all made up their minds 

| to vote for Sen. Kennedy after 
this indefensible affront to truth 
and decency. 


This remark by Gov. Powell will 
bring to Sen. Kennedy’s side 
thousands of persons in other 
states. It gives his campaign an 
emotional quality it lacked. The 
result is that while Vice President 
Nixon’s vote was superior to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s unopposed New 
Hampshire total in 1956, it is play- 
ing second fiddle in the news. 
Gov. Powell, in his unspeakable 
prejudice, has done his party and 
the vice ‘president harm. 


Unethical Charges 


He does Mr. Nixon harm be- 
cause the same sort of invalid and 
unethical charges were made by 
him in his congressional cam- 
paigns. Thousands who resented 
this, and the further fact that he 
had by innuendo charged Presi- 
dent Truman and the Democratic 
party with being disloyal to their 
country, had agreed the vice presi- 
dent had matured and is now 
above such tactics. He almost 
certainly is. He was quick to 
repudiate Gov. Powell. But noth- 
ing further was heard from the 
vice president's office when Gov. 
Powell came right back in criti- 
cism of Mr. Nixon’s rebuke and, 
in effect, stood by his charge Sen. 
Kennedy is soft on communism. 
This damages Mr. Nixon because 
it refreshes the public memory 
and reminds a great many in- 
dependent voters that the political 
canard now so irresponsibly and 
it. viciously employed by Gov. Powell 

once was used by Mr. Nixon. 
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In passing it needs to be said 
that here we have again another 
example of the fact that Joe Mc- 
Carthy infected this country with 
a disease of spirit which has 
damaged us at least as much as 
Communist agents. That it still is 
in the national bloodstream is re- 
vealed by Gov. Powell. That he 
could, and would, charge one of 
the war heroes and ax devout, 
sincere Roman Catholic with being 
soft on communism is an indica- 
tion of how the illness persists. 


Overdue Censureship 


it is the more ironic because 

Sen. Kennedy never opposed Mc- 
Carthyism and was ill when the 
Senate voted an overdue censure 
| of McCarthy. He said later he 
would have voted to condemn Mc- 
Carthy had he been in the Senate 
to vote. Extremist followers of the 
Wisconsin senator, as Gov. Powell 
reveals, will never forgive him. 


The vice president’s vote in 
New Hampshire was impressive. 
There-was no real write-in 
strength for Mr. Rockefeller de- 
spite the fact his most articulate 
organization had been in. that 
state. Mr. Nixon, indeed, is, if 
anything, a more formidable 
candidate. But: he will need to 
bring into focus the new image of 
him as a man traveling the politi- 
cal high road. 


The Kennedy strength is large 
in the cities. If he should win 
the Wisconsin primary, or lose it 
by a small margin, he will show, 
as he did in New Hampshire, that 
he has a following outside the 
cities and those states listed as 
industrial.

Is Saturday 


Registration for the 1960 Demo- 
cratic primary election must close 
Saturday, Atty. Gen. Cook ruled 
officially Wednesday. 


In an opinion for. Secretary of 
State Ben Fortson, Cook said the 
closing date is required by the 
1958 revision of election laws. 


The 1958 act defines a primary 
as an election and further pro- 
vides that registration must cease 
six months before a given elec- 
tion. 


That means that the last day 
to register for the Sept. 14 pri- 
mary is March 12, Cook said. 
(It would have been a day later, 
but March 13 is a Sunday.) 


The attorney general said that 
registrations to vote in the Nov. 
8 general election could be ac- 
cepted through May 7. 


Before 1958, anyone registered 
to vote in the general election 
also was registered to vote in the 
preceding Democratic primary. 


In fact, in an unofficial state- 
ment after passage of the 1958 
statute, Cook himself said he 
thought that provision was still 


‘in effect. 


The net effect of the act on 
this point has been to reduce the 
time for registering for the pri- 
mary by about two months. 


A bill adopted by the 1960 Gen- 
eral Assembly but not yet signed 
by the the governor removes 
county primaries from under the 
provisions of the 1958 act and 
allows county executive commit- 
tees to set the deadlines.

Poultry, Cattle Hit

HARD HIT 


And there were the sad faces of 
the area’s poultrymen. Their in- 
dustry has suffered an estimated 
$3,000,000 worth of damage as a re- 
sult of the storms. 


Heavy piles of snow have col- 
lapsed hundreds of chicken house 
roofs in Lumpkin, White and Hall 
counties. Several poultrymen lost 
as many as 100,000 birds. 


In an effort to save what re- 
mained of their flocks, the chicken. 
raisers put out smudge pots 
Wednesday night as the tempera- 
ture dipped to a low of 23 degrees. 


START FIRES 


But even the smudge pots 
brought destruction to some. At 
least two large chicken houses 
caught fire from the smudge pots, 
burning to death hundreds of 
chickens. 


In nearby Habersham County, 
cattle were reported freezing and 
starving in the pastures. At 
least one cattle raiser managed 
to round up his herd and bring 
the cattle into the barn.

LOGAN, W. Va. (AP) — Tired, 
begrimed rescue crews, 
back by choking fumes and dead- 
ly carbon monoxide earlier in the 
day, launched an all - out effort 
Wednesday night to reach 18 men 
trapped in a coal mine. 


A fire and slate fall at 8:30 a.m. 
Tuesday cut off the 18 miners 
four miles inside the Island Creek 
Coal Co, No. 22 mine at nearby 
Holden in southern West Virginia. 


They haven't been heard from 
since noon Tuesday, when the 
flames apparently burned through 
a telephone line that was their 
only connection with the mine en- 
trance. 


PLANNING BARRACADE 


State Mines Director Cranford 
L. Wilson said rescue crews will 
try to work beyond the fire area 
to a distance of 850 feet. There 
they will try to build a barricade 
and move over into another pas- 
sageway which runs parallel to 
the one in which the miners are 


trapped. 


It is about 2,500 feet from where 
the barricade will be set up to 
the point at which the miners are 
believed to have taken refuge. 


Wilson said the round-the-clock 
plan will have at least one crew 
in the mine at all times. Six 
eight - man crews will spearhead 
the effort, he said. 


REPORT FALSE 


Wilson branded as “absolutely 
false” a report that tapping was 
heard fro minside the mine indi- 
cating the men were still alive.

Is Wise Decision 


Reaffirming his earlier statement that 
emphasis would be placed more upon de- 
liberation than speed, U.S. District Judge 
Frank A. Hooper said yesterday he would 
wait until after May 1 to decide whether 
to order Atlanta’s school desegregation 
plan into effect this fall. 

And once again the judge has dis- 
played wisdom in granting time for the 
state to reach a decision on whether to 
comply with federal court orders or to 
end public education. He declared he will 
give the school study commission an op- 
portunity to complete its task of finding 
out what the people want to do about 
changing present state laws which are in 
conflict with federal rulings. 

The decision, of course, means that the 
real crisis in Atlanta schools has been 
postponed until at least next fall. Wheth- 
er it can be put off longer, of course, is 
up to the state and Judge Hooper’s inter- 
pretation of the state’s intentions. He has 
approved a pupil placement, grade-a- 
year plan submitted to him by the Atlan- 
ta Board of Education. This plan has re- 
ceived no action from the General As- 
sembly. It did set up the study commis- 
sion in the hope that the judge would 
grant time. 

This he has done. But it must not be 
assumed that he has changed his basic de- 
cision that Atlanta must abide by federal 
court decisions and that if the schools 
are closed they will be closed by the peo- 
ple through their elected representatives. 
It is still up to the state to make the final 
decision. That decision remains one of 
whether to change present laws or to 
abandon public education. 

The study commission’s chairman, 
John A. Sibley, made it quite clear as the 
group began its work that Georgia faces 
a choice of changing some of her laws 
or of ending public education. There is no 
idnger any reason to dodge this basic 
truth. 

The commission’s report is due to be 
made by May 1. In the meantime, it is vi- 
tally important that all Georgians give 
thought to the problem and express their 
opinions to the commission itself. The 
prospect of closed schools has not been 
ended. 

Extremists on either side have offered 
no solution except that which would lead 
to ending public education. It’s time for 
those who thoughtfully weigh the conse- 
quences of that course to let themselves 
be heard on the side of reason.

Nixon Wins But Loses 
New Hampshire Test 


Several significant conclusions can be 
drawn from results of the New Hamp- 
shire primary. 

In the first place, Sen. John Kennedy 
has demonstrated his ability as a vote- 
getter even in a state so traditionally Re- 
publican as New Hampshire. His surpris- 
ing showing there will cause even the 
pros to sit up and take notice. He thus has 
a@-running start toward the coveted Dem- 
ocratic nomination. 

* It is obvious, too, that Vice President 
Nixon actually lost ground in the New 
Hampshire battle. While his popular vote 
exceeded that of Kennedy, the margin 
was so small as to detract from Nixon’s 
strength. While there was no direct con- 
tést between the two, the number voting 
Democratic was highly significant. 

The vice president’s efforts to avoid 
extreme partisan positions to identify 
himself with Eisenhower Republicans and 
independent voters collapsed in New 
Hampshire. His campaign manager, Gov. 
Powell, raised the old “soft-on-commu- 
nism” cry against Sen. Kennedy, again 
infuriating both Democrats and independ- 
ent voters. It revived in the national 
mind, too, the days when Nixon himself 
was making similar charges — Dem- 
ocrats. 

The vice president's resudiation of 
Powell’s charges did not erase the dam- 
age. It did revive the old feud in the 
GOP between the Old Guard and the 
liberal elements. 

So Sen. Kennedy gained a great vic- 
tory in New Hampshire. And the vice 
president’s prospects have suffered. It 
remains to be seen whether the latter 
will be able to overcome one of the most 
stupid political mistakes in years. .

FCC Chairman

WASHINGTON—There are members of the — 
Eisenhower Cabinet who are nervously hoping 
that the chairman of the Federal Communica- 


tions Commission, John C. Doerfer, will have the grace to sodidi in 
face of his latest contributions to ‘“‘the mess” in radio and television. 


Hoping will not be enough. 
Doerfer has shown himself in- 


conduct for a public official. 


Doerfer’s repeated offense is 
that he thinks it proper to be the 


social crony of a man, George B. - 


Storer, whose 12 radio and TV 
stations are under FCC regulation 
and will soon come before him 
for renewal of license. 


Since Doerfer sees no wrong in 
what he has done—or has the gall 
to insist that he doesn’t—he will 
hardly resign willingly just to re- 
lieve the Eisenhower administra- 
tion and his party of an embar- 
rassing and dangerous political li- 
ability. 

Now that the President is back 
in Washington, with his South 
American trip behind him, he can 
take a look at the record and the 
prodigal activities of the man to 
whom he entrusted the leadership 
of the Federal Communications 
Commission.

Eisenhower must share the 
blame for Doerfer’s conduct as 
long as Doerfer remains in office.

Yet nobody 
claims, not even Sen. Kennedy, 
that this state is typical of na- 
tional, let alone Democratic, po- 
litical opinion. 

Wisconsin is more Republican, 
more Catholic, more German, 
more rural and more isolationist 
than the national average. For 
over a century it has voted pre- 
dominantly Republican, with ex- 
ceptions coming mainly in times 
of crisis and more as a result 
of events originating outside the 
state. 

According to a religious census 
of the state taken by the Roman

This is above the national 
average, which lists Protestants 
in the 1950 census as 53 per cent 
of the total religious-affiliated 
population.

King Urges 
lke to Act at 
Montgomery

The Rev. Martin Luther King 
Jr. appealed to President Eisen- 
hower Wednesday night to inter- 
vene in a tense racial situation 
at Montgomery, Ala. 


King, president of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, 
said in a telegram that ‘a reign 
of terror has broken out in Mont- 
gomery.”” 


‘We feel this terror which grips 
a whole community is an Ameri- 
can city violating elementary con- 
stitutional rights requires imme- 
diate federal emergency action,” 
King said. 

King, who now lives in Atlanta, 
led a successful boycott to inte- 
grate city buses in Montgomery 
four years ago. He said in his 
telegram ‘“‘Gestapo-like . methods 
are being used by police and 
city (Montgomery) authorities to 
intimidate Negroes who have been 
pursuing peaceful and nonviolent 
techniques to achieve their moral 
and constitutional rights.” 


In Montgomery, Police Commis- 


persons were hit at his Merdeka 
(Freedom) Palace in 
Jakarta, the first target. Sukarno 
was meeting at the time in an 
adjoining building with the Su- 
preme Advisory Council. 


The MIG then swung about for 
a strafing run over the presiden- 
tial palace at Bogor, 35 miles 
south of Jakarta. No casualties re- 
sulted there. 


Next came a machine-gun at- 
tack on the fishing village of 
Tjintjing on the Java Sea 10 miles 
northeast of Jakarta. Fourteen 
persons were reported wounded at 
Tjintjing. 

With the MIG’s fuel running 
low, the pilot veered toward West 
Java—an area infested by fanati- 
cal Moslem rebels of Darul Is- 
lam—and bailed out. The plane 
crashed 52 minutes after its take- 
off from Jakarta’s Kemajoran air- 
field. Air forces sources said army 
authorities nabbed Maukar near 
Gunung Haruman. He was or- 
dered brought to Jakarta imme- 
diately. 


Maukar was described as an 
Egyptian-trained flier from the 
north Celebes who was singled out 
as one of six Indonesian air force 
pilots to provide aid escort for 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
on Khrushchev’s recent tour of 
Indonesia. 


If past procedure is followed, 
he may face the death penalty. 
Three persons were sentenced to 
death for the last recorded at- 
tempt on Sukarno’s life, a gre- 
nade attack while he was visiting 
a primary school in a Jakarta 
suburb Nov. 30, 1957. The gre- 
nades killed nine persons and in- 
jured scores.

Higher entrance fees are al- 
most certain for candidates for 
offices to be voted on in the Ful- 

ton County primary this year. 


Two of the reasons why higher 
fees are expected are the lack of 
any Superior Court judgeship 
contests—usually the largest fee- 
payers—and the expectation that 
ay political races will be color- | 
ess. 


Neill Leach, secretary of the 
county Democratic Executive 
Committee, said the committee 
probably is “going to have to” 
increase its entrance fees to make 
financial ends meet. 


COST IS $28,000 


Average cost of operating the 
primary has been $28,000. 


However, a survey of the fees 
normally assessed for entering 
races for offices which will be 
voted on this year shows they 
total just over $10,000 — without 
opposition candidates. 


Leach pointed out that the com- 
mittee has been trying to build up 
a surplus against such a year as 
this. But, even after paring costs 
to the bone and using the $10,000 
surplus, the committee apparent- 
ly will “have to raise the fees 
still,”’ he added. 

Most of the county offices to be 
filled this year involve office- 
holders who are considered firm- 
ly entrenched and won't have op- 
position, or offices which few 
people want to run for.

Thirty head 
of cattle were killed near Cornelia 
when the roof of a barn fell in 
under the weight of ice and snow. 


Gov, Vandiver, meanwhile, re- 
quested President Eisenhower to 
furnish immediate federal aid to 
21 north Georgia counties in poul- 
try-producing areas.

By virtue of a new fabric- 
labeling law, she can now de- 
code some of the puzzling trade 
names for new synthetic fibers. 
And if she has been duped in 
the past by mishranding of prod- 
ucts, she can now have confi- 
dence in the labeling. 


In Grandma's day, the house- 
wife needn't worry about the 
700 trade names for manufac- 
tured fibers and fabrics. She 
had only to contend with silk, 
linen, wool and cotton—all of 
which she could distinguish by 
sight and touch. 


DECIPHERING NECESSARY 


Today, what feels and looks 
like linen may instead be made 
of glass—or polyester—or even 
peanuts. And for a while, even 
if the product was properly 
labeled, it took a textile |chem- 
ist to decipher the language. 


The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion hopes to cure this dilemma 
by the Textile Fiber Products 
Identification Act, which = re- 
quires that labels name the fiber 
content of the material and give 
the generic name of each fiber 
according to weight percentage. 


Sixteen generic divisions have 
been set up by the FTC for the 
synthetic fibers. Textile prod- 
ucts, or natural fibers, will be 
labeled with the percentage of 
each fiber and the country of 
origin, if the fabric is im- 
ported. 


MEMORY WORK REQUIRED 


Among the synthetic family 
divisions, those like rubber, glass 
and metallic fibers are self- 
explanatory. Others will require 
memory work on the part of the 
salesclerk and housewife. Rayon. 
acetate and nylon are familiar

“More and more women are 
concerned about how to care 
for the garment they buy,” a 
fashiqg, authority here said.

Weak Heart Shortens One’s Breath |

So shortness of breath which 
occurs only when we think about 
it, and worry, is a matter of 
nerves.

Boat Registration 


Rolls Over State 


By DAVE MERRITT 
The body politic has torn down 
the tattered ensign of anonymous 
boating In Georgia. 


Henceforth all motorboats in 
the commonwealth with engines 
in excess of 10-horsepower must 
be registered. 


The new law signed by Gov. 
Vandiver Tuesday moves to- 
ward order in systemizing the 
boating explosion over the state. 


The game and fish commission 
is now in the process of chalking 
a registration system similar to 
the system of auto registration. 


Within the next three months 
application blanks will surface at 
all courthouses and many boat 
dealers and hardware stores 
throughout Georgia. 


Complete the application, shell 
out a fee and a certificate of reg- 
istration and registration number 
are yours. The number must be 
displayed on the boat’s side. 


Boats will be divided into four 
classes—A, I, I, IW. 


Class A consists of boats less 
than 16 feet. The fee for Class A 
is $5.25. 


Class I includes boats of 16 feet 
but less than 26 feet and a fee 
of $7.75. 


Class II, boats of 26 feet but 
less than 40 with a fee of $10.25. 


| 


Class III, boats in excess of 39 
feet with a fee of $15.25. 


) Only boats with engines of 
more than 10-horsepower, re- 
gardiess of length, need to be 
registered. 


Wildlife rangers of the State 
Game and Fish Commission 
are charged with enforcing the 
law on the estimated 100,000 af- 
fected boat owners in Georgia. 


The rangers will soon ply the 
lakes and rivers, check the fish- 
ing camps and dock sites with a 
fish eye pealed for the unregis- 
tered.

All Outdoors

Does anyone know whether the ravens remain 
as residents of Enotah Bald, Georgia’s most lofty 
bit of real estate? 


For many years this pair of huge, black birds 
were known to nest on the rugged north slope of 
the mountain. They were 
claimed by local ornithologists 
as the southern-most family of 
ravens on the continent. 

The raven is generally an in- 
habitant of far northern lati- 
tudes. He is one of the charac- 
ters you'll meet along the Con- 
tinental Divide in Wyoming, or 
in British Columbia, or inside 
the Arctic Circle. He seems to 
prefer the isolated solitudes, far 
beyond an encroaching civiliza- 
tion. Both as an individual and

as a species, he is a rugged individualist, inured 
to the rigors of extreme weather. 


The famous Arctic explorer, Donald MacMil- 
lan, said the ebon giant was possibly the only 
bird except the Great Snowy Owl, that could exist 
through the long arctic winter of northern Green- 
land, where the temperature often remained for 
weeks at 70 to 80 degrees below zero. 


Tom Burleigh, author of the recent book on 
Georgia birds, and I visited the state's most un- 
usual feathered citizens at Enotah Bald several 
times in the early 1930s. We found them nesting in 
the dead of winter. To protect their eggs and 
young from bobcats, about their only enemy in 
southern latitudes, they built their home of sticks 
and twigs on a narrow ledge, against the face of 
a sheer rock cliff. The shelf was some 40 feet 
above the ground and so isolated that it could 
be reached only by a bird, or a couple of guys 
who cut a long pole, leaned it against the cliff

Gray, Haunted with Basketball, 
Is Out To Spook the Opposition

Flight of Fancy 
Enhances Egg Dish 


By PATRICIA DEATON 
An egg’s perfection is one of 
Nature’s miracles, for here is an 
object lovely in form, filled with 
nourishment and possessed of a 
flavor that is delicious in itself. 


Few foods can match the egg’s 
versatility. This is one reason 
why we should have at least 
four eggs a week in our diets. 


Cooking eggs is simple but 
it pays to do it properly. The 
art lies in cooking eggs ata 
low temperature. For the ex- 
perienced cook, this means that 
eggs can be appetizingly pre- 
pared in minutes, in a variety of 
ways, from _ soft-cooked to 
shirred. 


Explore new recipes. For in- 
stance, these French Fried Eggs 
are a brand-new treat. This 
recipe will appeal to the gour- 
met palate, so prepare at least 
two eggs for each serving, plus 
a few extras for ‘“‘seconds.”’ 


FRENCH FRIED EGGS 


8 Eggs Mollet 

Batter for covering eggs: 

2 eggs, beaten slightly 

lye cup milk 

1 cup sifted all-purpose 
flour 

3% tsp. salt 

]l tsp. sugar 

1 tsp. baking powder 

lg tsp. dry mustard 
Few drops tobasco 


Cook and shell eggs. Mean- 
while prepare batter: Sift the 5 
dry ingredients and add to the 
blended egg-milk mixture. Add 
tabasco. This is a stiff batter. 
Lower eggs into batter and cov- 
er completely by turning eggs 
in batter with a fork. Drain. 
Lower carefully into heated fat 
(350 degrees). Fry 5 minutes or 
until brown as desired. Drain on 
absorbent paper. The batter 
makes a thin coating on the 
eggs. Serve with Creole Sauce 
and heated pineapple topped 
with flaky rice. Makes 8 French 
Fried Eggs. 


EGGS MOLLET 


Let 8 eggs stand out of the 
refrigerator until room temper- 
ature, about 45 minutes. Place 
in pan of rapidly boiling wa- 
ter, using 1 pint of water per 
egg or enough to have an inch 
layer of water above eggs. Turn 
off heat and cover to keep very 
hot. If necessary, set pan off 
burner to prevent further boil- 
ing. Let stand 8 to 10 minutes, 
depending upon size of eggs.

Place in ice water at least 2 
minutes before shelling. To re- 
move shell and keep eggs 
whole, first crackle the shell 
gently but thoroughly. 


Where speed in preparing a 
satisfying meal is needed, the 
situation calls for fried eggs on 
Bedeviled Patties. The patties 
are made from packaged stuff- 
ing mix. Heat them in the oven 
or in a skillet. Spread the pat- 
ties with ready-to-spread dev- 
iled ham. Top this combination 
with eggs fried sunnyside up or 
over-easy for three to four min- 
utes in a lightly greased skillet 
—lightly, that is, for weight 
watchers. 


FRIED EGGS ON 
BEDEVILED PATTIES 


cup butter or margarine 
cup boiling water 
pkg.

Melt butter or margarine in 
the boiling water. Add stuffing 
and mix together lightly. Cool 
about 15 minutes or until cool 
enough to handle. Add eggs 
beaten with one tablespoon wa- 
ter. Blend lightly ‘into stuffing 
mixture. Form into six cakes. 
Bake in slow oven (325 degrees) 
for 25 minutes or pan fry. 
Meanwhile, fry eggs sunnyside 
up or over-easy. Spread patties 
with deviled ham and top with 
fried eggs. Garnish and serve 
promptly. Makes six servings. 
Choose one of these frying 
methods. 


SUNNYSIDE UP OR 
OVER-EASY 


Heat one to two tablespoons 
fat in a skillet just hot enough 
to sizzle a drop of water. Break 
and slip eggs in skillet—from a 
sauce dish if preferred. Reduce 
heat immediately. Cook slowly 
to desired doneness, three to 
four minutes. Baste with fat 
during cooking. Instead of bast- 
ing, eggs may be turned over. 


FRIED-STEAMED 


Use just enough fat to grease 
skillet. Proceed as above. Cook 
over low heat until edges turn 
white, about one minute. Add 
one-half teaspoon water for one 
egg, decreasing proportion 
slightly for each additional egg. 
Cover skillet tightly to hold in 


steam which bastes the eggs. 
Cook to desired doneness. 


Brunch, lunch, or party, these 
bright characters will be a wel- 
come addition to your table. 
Any youngster would love to be 
surprised by one at his place- 
setting: or let the children help 
make them as favors for an 
Easter party. They're certainly 
easy enough. 


The clown, chick and large 
bunny are constructed on egg 
cups. Buttons and happy fea- 
tures are cut from colored plas- 
tic tape. The clown’s ruff is made 
by cutting the centers out of two 
paper bake cups and securing 
them to the inside of the egg 
cup with cellophane tape. Hat 
is made from a quarter-circle 
of yellow construction paper 
rolled and taped in a cone 
shape. Place each egg in a nest 
of shredded paper grass to raise 
the heads to the right height. 


A tiny yellow paper cone is 
taped in place to form the beak 
of the perky chick. The yellow 
tail is attached to the bottom 
edge of the cup and a scalloped 
neckband cut from red plastic 
tape decorates the top. 


The Easter bunny sports a 
lavendar ribbon bow-tie and 
pink paper ears held in place 
with cellophane tape. 


To make the rotund little egg 
bunnies, dye your eggs, stand 
them narrow end up and cut 
bunny shape from colored con- 
struction paper. Secure with a 
belt of colored plastic tape. 


This inexpensive main dish 
made with fresh eggs and left- 
over ham will make any brunch 
a festive occasion. Sour cream 
adds a gourmet touch. Indi- 
vidual molds made of heavy- 
weight foil form individual dishes 
for both baking and serving.

CHESS PIE 
2 eggs 1 tsp. vinegar and/or 1 tsp. 
1 stick of butter or oleo- vanilla 
margarine 1 tsp. grated lemon rind 
Il cup sugar (if desired) 


1 tsp. corn meal 

Beat the eggs well. Slowly add ‘and continue beating) the 
sugar to which has been added the corn meal. Brown slightly 
the butter and add. Then add the vinegar, vanilla and lemon rind. 
Pour into an unbaked small pastry and bake for about 45 minutes 
at 325 degrees.

Every child loves a party. 
But who can expect a mother 
who's cook-housekeeper-nurse- 
shopper - chauffeur - clubwom- 
an rolled into one to greet the 
idea with much enthusiasm? 


She wilts at the thought of 
the time she'll need to shop for 
all the fixings and decorations— 
the hours to prepare special 
party fare—the whole business 
of cleaning up after it’s all 
over. 


But here’s an idea for an easy 
party that will please mother 
and moppet alike—the kind 
that’s lots of fun for the young- 
sters and less work for mother. 


Raid the linen closet for a 
bright terry-cloth beach towel 
and some fingertip towels—and 
you'll have an attractive table- 
cloth and napkins that are 
sturdy, easily washed and posi- 
tively child-proof. 


Keep the fare simple, but 
serve it with a flair. Top nap- 
kin-wrapped hot dogs with little 
straw-hat favors. Give party 
airs to salad and relishes by 
using pretty dishes. Fill a trio 
of gay cookie jars with party 
snappers, stick candy, lollipops; 
serve milkshakes in easy-to- 
hold glass mugs. 


HOW TO SCORE 


With Easter just around the 
corner, many homemakers are 
thinking ahead about their 
menus. They have included ham 
as their main dish and it is most 
fitting to lend to this dish, sheer 
elegance by glazing and clove- 
studding. 


The ham should first be 
placed fat side up on a rack in 
a shallow baking pan without 
covering or adding moisture. In 
a slow oven (325 degrees) a ful- 
ly cooked 6 pound bone-in ham 
piece will require a total time 
of about 2% hours to heat to 130 
degrees on the roast meat ther- 
mometer. 

A cook-before-eating bone-in 
ham piece will need 3% hours 
to heat to an internal tempera- 
ture of 160 degrees. One-half 
hour before the ham is hot re- 
move it from the oven. If there 
is a collar of skin, slip the point 
of a sharp knife between the 
skin and the ham and lift off the 
skin. 

A heavy piece of paper or 
cardboard 10 inches long and 1 
inch wide is an excellent guide 
to use in scoring the fat surface 
of the ham. The guide is placed 
on the top surface of the ham on 
a diagonal line to the bone or 
cut surface. 


Then draw a sharp knife along 
both edges of the pattern, cut- 
ting about % inch into the fat. 
When this procedure has been 
repeated over the surface, turn 
the ruler across the first lines to 
form diamond shapes as the 
knife is drawn along the fat sur- 
face. 


An easy but effective glaze is 
shown in the photograph. One 
cup of brown sugar is placed in 
a sieve and shaken evenly over 
the scored surface of the ham. 
The ‘finishing touch is accom- 
plished by placing a whole clove 
in the center of each diamond 
shape. Then the ham is whisked 
back into the oven to glaze and 
complete the heating.
